No signatures, no recall for county 
commissioners named in petitions

Recall efforts against three of the 
six members of the Crawford County 
Board of Commissioners will die if 
those sponsoring the recall petition do 
not meet a June 30 deadline. 

The petitions filed against 
commissioners Robert McLachlan, 
Latry Mattis and Loren Goodale must 
be returned tothe county clerk’s office 
before Thursday, June 30. Under state 
election laws, petitions to recall 
commissioners cannot be filed within 
the last six months of the 
commissioner’s term of office, which 
end on Dec. 31 of this year, or the first 
six months of office. 

According to County Clerk Beth 
Wieland, none of the petitions have 
been returned with signatures as of 
Tuesday, June 28, just two days before 
the deadline. 

“I haven’t even received a phone 
call to see how many signatures they 
need,” Wieland added. s 

Criginally, petitions against four 
members of the county board in March, 
including one against Chairman 
Dennis Long, were filed but declared 
invalid. A second set of petitions for 
McLachlan, Mattis and Goodale were 
then filed and declared valid by the 
Crawford County Board of Election 
Commissioners, The board consists of 
Wieland, County Treasurer Joseph 
Wakeley and Probate Judge John 
Hunter. 

The petitions against Mattis and 
Goodale were sponsored by former 
county Commissioner Joseph 
Callewaert and Richard W. Johnson, 
respectively, The petition against 

McLachlan was sponsored by Garland 
“Bud” Joyce. 

Joyce said he does not expect any 
signed petitions to be handed in to the 
clerk’s office. He added that because 
of health reasons he had not “pushed” 
to get signatures. 


“I doubt if there will be any,” Joyce | 


said. “Seriously, if I were to do it, my 
name would be the first one on it.” 


Joyce said he was given the petition | 


to sponsor by members of the Citizens 
for Environmental Awareness and 


Accountability in Government 
(CEAAG), who told him they would 
contact him to collect the signed 
petitions. 

“Since nobody has approached me, 
I don’t know if there will be any,” he 
added. “Personally, I think it’s 
ridiculousat this time todo any pushing 
for signatures on anyone’s part.” 

Joyce said voters will have they’re 
chance to oust current board members 
in the upcoming August primaries and 
November general election. All six 
members of the board of 


es red 


commissioners have filed for re- 
election bids. 

McLachlan said he believes those 
sponsoring the petitions never intended 
to collect signatures. 

“No, that doesn’t surprise me,” 
McLachlan said, when told no 
signatures had been collected. “Like I 
said at the time, it was just used to 
intimidate township officials.” 

The recall petitions were filed just 
prior to the townships and City of 
Grayling voting on the then 
controversial amendment to the county

Ballot proposal would add two trustees to Grayling Township board if passed by voters

Voters in Grayling Township will 
have the final say as to whether two 
trustee positions will be added to the 
township board.

“Do we have to be a charter 
township to add two trustees?” asked 
Treasurer Ruth O'Mara. 

“No,” replied Supervisor Arnold 
Stancil. “Our population dictates that 
we can if we want, but we don’t have 
to.” 

“There arc too few people that have 
too much to say in this county,” said 
resident June Hatt. “I think we need 
more trustees,” 

The issuc of adding two trustees 
came about when Grayling 
Township’s population qualified it to 
become achartertownship, To become 


a charter township would require the 
addition of two trustee positions, 

Stancil has said the population- 
per-square-mile of Grayling 
Township, which was 31.72 in the 
1990 census, doesn’t warrant the 
addition of trustees, nor does he think 
it warrants Charter status. 

Medler has pushed for the addition 
of the two trustce positions based on 
betler representation to the residents. 
Medler asked that the issue be put on 
the annual meeting agenda. 

After a short discussion, a show of 
hands from the seven residents in 
attendence passed the motion 
unanimously. 

“The motion passes,” said Stancil. 
“Tt will be on the ballot this falt.”

State Senate 
approves 
education 
budget 


‘The Michigan Senate passed the FY 
1994-95 Higher Education budget, 
totalling $1,359,377,235 announced 
Sen. John J. H. Schwarz (R-Baittle 
Creek). 

Schwarz, chairman of the Senate 
Appropriations Subcommittee on 
Higher Education, said, “This 
compromise demonstrates the 
Legislature’s and the Governor’s 
commitment to continue our tradition 
of support for Michigan’s state 
universities, private colleges, and those 
young men and women who attend 
them.” 

“Included in this bill is an increase 
of 3.4 percent in state general fund 
dollars over last year’s appropriation 
forthe 15 state universities. In addition, 
these universities will also receive a 
5.5 percent increase in federal 
funding.” 

Schwarz continued, “All universities 
will receive a minimum increase in 
their base funding of 2.3 percent, with 
some schools receiving more, 
depending on the ifevel of 
appropriations received in previous 
years, All schools at this point, are 
receiving at least $3,500 per full-year 
student in state aid.” 

In addition, for the first time in 
several years, the state universities 
will receive a total of $25 million, to 
maintain older campus buildings. This 
will be divided among the schools on 
the basis of classroom square footage. 

“Michigan leads the nation in its on- 
going support for public higher 
education,” said Schwarz. ‘With the 
budget increases in 1994-95, the 1993 
capital outlay program for university 
classroom and laboratory construction, 
and the 1994 appropriation for deferred 
maintenance on each campus, 
Michigan's 15 public universities are 
well positioned to move forward 
through the 90s and into the 21st: 
century.” 

“Eight generations of Michiganians, 
have helped build the finest system of 
state supported higher education in- 
the country. The additional benefitof 
the state appropriation increase should , 
be tuition restraint by all universities,” 
according to Schwarz.

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Grayling City Council approves

Wiih budget deficits causing 
government program cutbacks across 
the nation, the City of Grayling will 
again have a balanced budget. The 
five member Grayling City Council 
voted unanimously to adopt its 1994- 
95 budget on Monday, June 13. 

City Manager Jerry Morford 
indicated there are few changes from 
the 1993-94 budget. 

“The budget is balanced,” Morford 
said. “My approach to budgeting has 
always been conservative. I tend to 
underestimate revenues and 
overestimate expanses. I want to have 
a positive balance at the end of the 
year. 

“We've never had a deficit, or a 
huge surplus,” Morford added. 

Under the new budget, the millage 
rate for 1994-95 wili remain at 14.8 
mills on a state equalized value (SEV) 
of $34,996,000. The SEV iscomposed 
of $5,204,000 in personal property 
and $29,792,000 in real property. 

The budgetcontains funds setaside 
in specific ear-marked categories for 
capital replacement, including the 
cemetery perpetual care fund, fire 
department fund, internal service fund 
and water/sewer fund. 

“The City Manager is very, very 
good at budgeting,” said Grayling 
Mayor Robert Golnick. “Even when 
times were tough, and other cities were 
raising taxes, we were able to lower 
them. We’ve gone from 23.5 mills 
when I first came on the council tc 
14.8 mills today. 

“We even paid cash for our new 


firetruck,” Golnick added. “He 
(Mortord) doesn’t waste any money. 
We're lucky to have him.” 

Morford listed five major projects 
the city will undertake this year, They 
included: 

1) Repainting the city water tower. 
Work is scheduled to begin within the 
nextmonth by Aero-painting of Elkhart 
Lake, WI. Total cost for the project is 
$45,100. 

2) The placement of afew hundred 
fect of sidewalks on various strects. 
Work is scheduled to begin in July 
after bids are awarded. The expected 
cost is about $152,000. 

3) Resurfacing Norway Street, last 
paved in 1972, and a portion of 
Peninsular Street at an expected cost 
of about $88,000. Construction is 
scheduled to begin in July after bids 
are awarded. 

4) Widening of the back bridge 
(Maple/State Street Bridge). Bids will 
be let in July to widen the bridge by 6 
feet on each side. The sidewalk wil! 
conunue to be on the upstream side of 
the bridge but will be confined outside 


the street guardrail. Construction is | 
scheduled to begin close to Labor Day | 


with completion sometime in the fall. 
Cost estimates have not been 
completed. 

“There will probably be a short 
term closure of the bridge,” Morford 
said. ‘That will be discussed at the 
pre-construction meeting.” 

5) Water and road construction in 
the Grayling Industrial Park to 
accommodate new industry. Costs, 
construction and completion schedules 
have yet to be determined.

IT WAS INEVITABLE that the 
Supreme Court of the United States 
eventually would decide the volatile 
issue of term limits for members of 
Congress and the U.S. Senate. 

By extension, limiting terms for state 
and local elected officials also may be 
affected. 

The test case went to the court from 
Arkansas, where voters trad approved 
an amendment to the stateconstitution 
to prohibit printing on ballots names 
of senators who already have served 
12 years and House members who 
have served six years. 

The Arkansas Supreme Court 
overtumed the voter decision earlier 
this year, and the state appealed it to 
the U.S. Supreme Court. 

Similar court action was underway 
in Washington state and perhaps others 
of the 15 states which by popular vote 
have tried to limit congressional terms. 
presumably other legal tests will await 
outcome of the Arkansas case.

ONE ANTI-LIMIT argument in 
Arkansas has been that the U.S. 
Constitution imposes only three limits 
onelection to the House or Senate, and 
length of time in office is not one of 
them, 

Article J of the Constitution requires 
that a House member must be at least 
25 years of age and a U.S. citizen for 
seven years. A senator must beat least 
30 and a citizen for nine years, Both 
must be residents of the state which 
they represent. 

Term limits violate this article, anti- 
limit arguments contend, 


Interestingly, the Constitution says 
nothing about congressional 
districting. It would be legal, for 
example, fora resident of Detroit to be 
elected to Congress from an Upper 
Peninsuia district. In some 
parliamentary forms of government, 
long-distance representation is 


common.

IN ADDITION TO the usual 
arguments about making the legislative 
system responsive to popular will, and 
ousting entrenched and out-of-touch 
long-time members, pro-limit fans 
have some constitutional points in their 
favor, too. 

Columnist George Will, one of the 
more articulate boosters of term limits, 
has pointed out that since the 
Constitution was written, states have 
repeatedly adopted restrictive ground 
rules for service in Congress, and term 
limits is just another one. 

At one time, Virginia required 
candidates for the House to be 
“freeholders,” meaning property 
owners, Mr. Will wrote. 

In Washington state, where House 
Speaker Tom Foley, among others, 
also is opposing term limits on 
Constitutional grounds. Mr. Will 
pointed out that the state requires 
candidates to be registered voters — a 
restriction not in the U.S. Constitution. 

In the first congressional elections, 
Mr. Will wrote, five of the 13 states 


around without knowing if they work 
or not.

Avalanche sets early dead lines 
for Fourth of July holiday

Concluded Mr. Will: “Term limits 
are just another mode, and should 
receive the tolerance that is traditional 
on the part of courts toward state 
discretion in this area,”

AS ONE OF 15 states where voters 
already have approved some form of 
term limits, Michigan voters’ desires 
may well ride on what the nine’ 
Supreme Court justices finally decide. 

In 1992, Michigan voters decided to. 
limit terms of both state and federal 
lawmakers, to take effect in 1998, 

The Michigan limitation is that no. 
person can be elected to the U.S, Senate, 
to more than two six-year terms ina 
24-year period, nor to the U.S. House: 
for more than three two-year terms 
during any 12-year period. 

Similar restrictions are placed on 
state legislators. 

The U.S. Supreme Court could take 
several roads, Deciding narrowly on 
the specific Arkansas case of printing 
ballots is one. 

It would be more helpful if the final 
decision is broader, and covers the 
whole question of whether states, in 
any manner, may limit the election of 
members of the federal legislative 
process. 

The 15 states which already have 
approved term limits represent 40 
percent of the nation’s population. 
Another seven states are due to vote 
on term limits this year. 

The stakes are important. So will be 
the Court’s decision.

Camp Grayling outlines natural resource programs 


The Michigan Department of 
Military Affairs in April 1992 
implemented the Integrated Training 
arca Management (ITAM) Program at 
Camp Grayling to help determine the 
fand’s ability to support raining with 
the least impact on natural resources, 
including wildlife habitats, The Land 
Condition Trend Analysis (LCTA) 
Program is one component of ITAM. 
This program provides data on natural 
resources and a means to monitor 
impacts to them. Implementation will 
better distribute training loads on the 
land, reduce the need for expensive 
land restoration programs, take 
subjectivity out of land management 
decisions and serveas a basis of policy 
for use/non-use decisions for parcels 
of land. Biology field crews will work 
each May through September 
throughout Camp Grayling’s 147,859 
acres implementing LCTA. Specific 
objectives met include: 

‘Establish approximately 205 
permanent LCTA plots and collect 
standard data on the topographic and 
vegetative conditions, 

*Survey birds, mammals, reptiles, 
and amphibians on a subset of 60-90 
of the plots. 

eAssemble a collection of all 
vascular plants occurring on the 
installation. 

eIdentify locations of populations 
of plant species of special concern and 
unique habitat. 

“Quantify and categorize wetlands 
on the installation and provide data to 
the National Wetlands Inventory to 
finalize official wetland maps. 

eDocument changes in the 
vegetation, soil erosion rates, and 
wildlife population over time. 

During 1992, a total of 200 
permanent plots were established and 
completely inventoried, including 60 
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plots surveyed for birds and small 
mammals, An additional 5 “special 
use” plots were established in 1993 to 
gain data on unique species, habitats, 
and areas of special interest. These 
new plots were located based on 
recommendations from the Michigan 
Department of Natural Resources, U.S. 
Fish and Wildlife Service, and Camp 
Grayling Environmental Staff. Larry 
Jacobs serves as LCTA coordinator. 

Another component of ITAM is 
the Land Rehabilitation and 
Maintenance (LRAM) Program. The 
goal is to repair, restore, and maintain 
land impacted by training activities. 
LRAM provides guidance and 
technology for long-term maintenance 
programs and construction of 
rehabilitation projects. In 1992, Camp 
Grayling restored 37 acres of land 
using various methods including the 
planting of 1,000 red pine, 
revegetation, and closure of unused 
trail roads. During 1993, over 60 
acres of land were restored and 1,500 
red pines planted. An innovative 
project commenced in the fall of 1992, 
involved the harvesting and planting 
of native grasscs found within Camp 
Grayling’s boundaries, Field crews 
hand harvested seed from plants found 
on post and willreplantan area of bare 
and eroded soils located just south of 
Lake Margrethe. Advantages to be 
gained from this project include 
cheaper seed costs, zero top-soiling 
costs, and protection of native species 
by not introducing “exotic” non-native 
species normally found in standard 
grass mixes. 

Camp Grayling is utilizing a 
Geographical Information System 
(GJS) computer that enables them to 
process alj natural resources data 
collected from various surveys and 
inventories and produce high quality 
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color maps and management 
documents. Carla Elenz, 
environmental specialist, servesas GIS$ 
operator, Camp Grayling’s GIS 
utilizes the Geographical Resource 
Analysis Support System, known as 
GRASS. This system was developed 
by the U.S. Army Corps of Engineers 
Construction Engineering Research 
Lab (USACERL). Other high-tech 
equipment being used by the 
environmental office includes the 
Global Positioning System (GPS). 
This extremely accurate survey 
equipment works by triangulating time 
differences between radio signals from 
a scries of 24 orbiting satellites. The 
hand held field “rover” units are 
accurate to within two meters when 
combined with the signal correcting 
base station now in place at Camp 
Grayling. The GPS will be used to 
locate and map species of special 
concem, locate and relocate field plots, 
delineate areas of unigue habitat or 
concern, and map roads and other 
features. Data can then be easily 
entered into the GIS database for 
production of updated maps. The 
DMA has assisted various state 
agencies and universities in conducting 
wetlands restoration, eagle nest 
location surveys, and other projects.

For many years, young Grayling 
area girls had nowhere to develop 
athletic skills. High school skiing was 
the only organized sport for girls. 
Younger girls had nothing, 

More recently, girls who wanted to 
compete in baseball were allowed to 
play alongside boys in Little League. 
Although many girls competed 
successfully with the boys, others 
could not. 

In 1992, the Grayling Little League 
determined there was a need for an 
organized girls’ league, and the Girls’ 


Major League Softball League was 
born, 

Today, there are two divisions of 
softball for girls. The Major League is 
for girls aged 9-12 and the Senior 
League is for girls 13-15. Instead of 
just a few girls making and playing 
steadily on teams with boys, today 
about 85 focal girls are members of 
seven different teams. 

“T like softball,” said Glen’s Market 
team member Heather Lynch, 11. “T 
like having fun with girls my ownage, 
and we’re getting real good.” 

Teams in the Major League are 
sponsored by Glen’s, N’Orthopedics, 


Kiwanis of Grayling and Northem 
Michigan Medical in Roscommon. 
Senior League teams are sponsored 
by Fick and Sons, DuBois Lumber 
and the Roscommon Little League. 


Gamesare played at Millikin Field, 
Grayling High School and 
Roscommon Elementary School. 
Major League games are played on 
Monday and Wednesday evenings, and 
Senior League games are played on 
Monday and Thursday. The Majors 
play an 11-game schedule and the 
Senior League has an cight-game 
schedule. 


“It’s really good for the girls,” said 
Gien’s Coach Suc Ritter, “It’s 
definitely going to improve softball at 
the high school level.” 

Although the gameis for girls only, 
Ritter is the only female head coach in 
the Major League. Her entire volunteer 
staff is female, but all other staff 
members are male. In the Senior 
League, two of the three team coaches 
are female. 

“tt would really be neat for other 
women coaches to coach the little 
girls,” Ritter said. “It’s a learning 
experience for the kids, as well as the 
coaches,”

More than sixty young men from 
all around northern Michigan 
converged on the Grayling High 
School baseball field of dreams 
Thursday, June 23 to try to impress a 
team of Cincinnati Reds scouts. 

They ran fast, threw hard, pitched 
straight and hit long, while members 
of the Reds watched and quietly jotted 
numbers and notes on clipboards. 
Occasionally a scout would step up to 
giveadvice and instruction to the young 
baseball hopefuls. 

Local athictes Jim Abbey, Mike 
Kirmo, Chip Waite and Jason 
Thompson were among the 62 hoping 
to make their mark with the major 
league scouting staff. 

The tryout camp in Grayling is one 
of two the Reds hold annually in 
Michigan in early summer. When 
they see someone with the skills that 
can be developed into big league talent, 
the Reds invite them to a third camp 
held in southem Michigan in August. 

If Reds scouts still like what they 
see, the prospect may be drafted in the 
annual major league player draft. 
Athletes too young to go into the big 
leagues are invited to attend tryout 
camps in subsequent years. 

Sixtcen Reds scouting crews criss- 
cross the country every June, looking 
at thousands of prospective baseball 
players, 

“Our crew will look at about 3,000 
prospects,” said Gene Bennett, “Of 
those, maybe 100 will eventually be 
drafted by major league teams, Ninety 
percent of the Reds players come 
through camps like this.” 

Bennett is a special assistant to the 
Reds general manager and the leader 
of the cight-man scouting crew. He 
has been a member of the Reds 
organization, first as a player then asa 
scout, for 42 years. 

Bennett said the Grayling turnout 
was the best he’d seen in 10 years and 
he was impressed with the taient of 
some of the athletes. 

“The purpose is to find talent,” 
Bennett said. “Once you find the 
talent, then you can develop it into a 
ball player.” 

Bennett explained once a player is 
signed to a contract they normally 
begin their careers at one of the Reds 
six minor league affiliates.

Road kills accelerate on American highways

Automobiles and trucks are steadily 
accelerating the disappearance of the 
miniature white-tailed decr that once 
flourished on Big Pine Key, FL, a 
tropical vacation island in the lower 
Florida keys. 

Today, only about 300 Key decr, a 
federally designated endangered 
species, survive in a national refuge 
here. A sign by the entrance keeps a 
tally on the slaughter of deer on the 
refuge’s roads. 

“Road kiil’s always the biggest 
mortality factor,” said Jon Andrew, 
the refuge manager, “We lose 40to 45 
animals each year.” 

Across the United States, every day 
at least a million animals, from the 
rare to the ordinary, end their lives on 
roads and highways. No one knows 
how many injured animals crawl away 
and die undetected. 

The highest toll is among small 
animals. Carcasses of squirrels, 
woodchucks, raccoons and birds are 
so common along the roadside that 
motorists hardly notice them. 

But a surprising number of large 
animals succumb to motor vehicles. 
Many thousand full-size deer die on 
U.S. roads each year. Colorado loses 
200 to 300 elk. New Jersey loses 
about 50 black bears. In the Southeast, 
crocodiles are regularly run over, 

Fragile populations of wildlife are 
particularly vulnerable. Five Florida 
panthers were killed on state highways 
last year, a major blow to a dwindling 
population of fewer than 50 of the 
endangercd cats. 

In south Texas, cars and trucks 
threaten the last ocelots in the United 
States. 

In upstate New York, prospects for

“A factor like that can push fragile 
populations over the brink,” said 
Rainer Brocke, a wildlife ecologist 
with the State University of New York 
at Syracuse. 

“With more habitat being 
fragmented by highways, animals’ 
exposure to vehicles is increased,” said 
Guy Hodge of the Humane Society of 
the United States, 

Spring and fail, when many species 
must cross roads to migrate, look for 
new territory or seck mates, are the 
deadliest seasons, 

Roads themselves act as magnets. 
Insects sunning themselves on road 
surfaces attract birds. Deer, 
woodchucks and other animals graze 
along grassy shoulders. 

Even when human safety is 
concemed, however, getting drivers 
to focus on the problem has proven 
difficult. Collisions with deer are 
increasing, because deer herds have 
expanded in most regions. Running 
into a deer often means expensive 
auto-body work and, occasionally, 
injury to people in the vehicles. 

But research shows that even when 
warned, many drivers don’t slow down 
and watch for deer, particularly at 
night, when the animals are most 
active. Even animated neon signs 
have been ignored. 

Humane Society wamings go largely 
unheeded, as has a national campaign 
launched three year ago to cut the 
carnage. 

“Given the way people drive — 
without much regard for themselves 
or other drivers — to expect them to 
show much repard for animals is 
unrealistic,” Hodge tells National 
Geographic.

In some areas, many drivers take for 
granted occasional collisions with 
animals. “Everyone around here has 
deer dents in their cars,” said Helen 
Chappell, whose column in the 
Baltimore Sun chronicles life around 
the Chesapeake Bay. “They just pound 
them out and keep going.” 

Sometimes the highway slaughter 
is treated as a joke. There are “road- 
kill specials” at country cafes, road- 
kill cookbooks and, in Marlington, 
WY, the annual Road Kill Cook-off, 
with entries such as “Dagwood’s 18- 
wheeler venison” and ‘“‘stir-tired 
possum.” 

It’s no laughing matter to wildlife 
experts. Eight-foot fences offer the 
best protection for deer, they've found. 
But fencescosta lot and obstruct views. 

Underpasses are another solution. 
Researchers have leamed that animals 
will use tunnels if they’re placed 
beneath well-used crossing areas and 
are sufficiently spacious to prevent 
the animals from feeling hemmed in. 

Mule deer use an underpass near 
Vail, CO, to make seasonal migrations 
from lower to higher ground, 

Garter snakes in a section of 
Canada’s Manitoba Province will soon 
use a 500-foot tunnel to avoid a 
highway during the annual spring 
migration to their mating grounds, an 
event that usually attracts about 14,000 
tourists. 

Smaller, tube-hke underpasses have 
been built in England and the United 
States for migrating frogs and toads. 

To protect the last of the Florida 
panthers, 36 underpasses have been 
installed at intervals along the route 
between Naples and Fort Lauderdale. 
Anotheris being builton Key Largoas 
a crocodile crossing. 

But the Key deer’s salvation may be 
found above ground, not below. 
Florida officials are considering 
elevated highways to separate the little 
deer from road traffic.
